S I was not permitted to attend the Privy 
Council, in order to juſtify the conduct of 

Mr. Brothers, I will now do my utm6ſt to defend 
him before the public at large. Several of the 
honourable gentlemen called upon me, merely to 
ſound me; and endeavour, if poſſible, to make 
me an inſtrument of his fate: This was before 
Mr. Brotbers's laſt examination. But when they 
found their endeavours were in vain, they aſſured 
me that my preſence would be diſpenſed with. Yes, 
truly, when- they found that I was not quite ſuch 


a lunatic myſelf, as to ſwear that Mr. Brothers 
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was a madman or an poſter ; for if my affida- 
vit was neceſſary, I will, without a moment's he- 
ſitation, ſwear he is neither the one nor the other: 
Although I acknowledge, it was through me that 
Mr. Brothers was. firſt ſuppoſed to be out of his 


ſenſes: yet, notwithſtanding, I have been ſo 2 
| much enlightened ſince that period, that I am 


now poſitively confident of the truth of his Miſ- 


ſion. Mr. Brothers lodged in my houſe two years 


and upwards, during which time I never ſaw a 


more honeſt, pious, juſt, generous man in my 
whole life. The laſt twelve months he was at our 


| houſe, he never went over the threſhold of the 


door: He drank nothing but tea, milk, and wa- 
ter, eat very little meat, cut off his hair, and 
broke his ſword, ſaying, at the ſame time, © he 


<6 would neyer draw it againſt his brother any 


6 more, neither ſhould any one elſe.” Theſe, and 
many other actions ſimilar to theſe, made me ſup- 
poſe him out of his mind; but now I know my 
ſuppoſition was unjuſt, for which I humbly ask 
pardon both of God and him. Mr. Brothers was 
an officer in the navy, and as he had a ſum of 

money due for his halt-pay, he refuſed to take 
it, on account of his oath z I thought to be ſure 


at that time, no man in his ſenſes would do 
ſo. Mr. Brothers was indebted to us, and his 


debt, if paid at that time, would have been very 


acceptable, as people in buſineſs are ſometimes 
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tow for want of caſh. This happened to be our 
eaſe at that time. Accordingly. I ſpoke to the 
pariſh officers, who took him into the houſe z 
and I likewiſe employed them to get money from 
the agent, deeming him at the ſame time out of 
his mind. I defired that they would take parti- 
eular care of him (as he.was a gentleman) and ac- 
commodate him as well as they poſſibly could; 
and I told them in what manner he lived; for 
which reaſon we all unjuſtly concluded that meft 


- ſenſible of men, to be a madman, | 


Mr. Brothers had ſeveral viſions while in our 
houſe; and IL believe, that all that have read his 
books know, that he ſays in the firſt book, that 
London would have been deſtroyed in 1791, if it 
had not been for his intreaty. At that time he 
lay three days and three nights on his face, and 
never eat nor drank in this interval. I have often 
gone into his room when he has been on his 
knees at prayers, and I have returned out entirely 


unobſerved by him. 


As I had not ſeen Mr. Brothers for ſome time 
after he had left the work. houſe, I was very anx- 
ious to know where he was, but could not gain 
any information. — But about ſix months after 
Mr. Brothers left the work-houſe, I had a dream, 
and I thought it a very ſingular one. I dreamed 

I ſaw 


I faw Mr. Brothers with a great concourſe of peo 
ple around him—he was talking with them but 
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I could not learn what it meant. When A Voice 


came to my ear, and theſe were the words— 


« How do you know, but He is Fobn the Baptiſt ?” 


| —And it was ſo loud, that it awaked me. 


| About April 1794, I had another dream. 1 


thought I was in Old-ſtreet Road, to ſee a man 
going to be hanged ; all the ſtreets was hung in 


black. I was very deſirous of gathering all my 
family together to ſee this great ſight, particularly 


my huſband; it was with great difficulty I col- 
lected them. Preſently I iaw a very tall man 


coming, about five or fix yards from the ground; 


he ſeemed to ſwim 1n the air, and I thought when 
I could ſee him diſtinctly, that it was Mr. Brothers, 
he had a filver plate on his breaſt in ſhape of a 


half- moon; and though I was at a great diſtance, 


J could ſee diſtinctly thoſe words, Every eye 


all ſee me, and they that have pierced me,” when I 


called out, it is the Lord Chriſt; then I awoke 
greatly alarmed at what I had dreamt, 

In June 1794, 1 was aſleep at night on my 
bed, and a voice came to my ear very loud, ſay- 


ing, Look to the lion chaſed out of the woed ; but 
I could make nothing of what I heard, until the

5 2d of Auguſt following, when I found Mr. 
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FORD had publiſhed ſome books. the title of 
which were, A Reveared KNOWLEDGE OF THE 


Propmectes anD Times.” Being very deſirous 
of knowing what they contained, I ſent my niece 


to his houſe, and after kindly enquiring con- 


cerning the health of my family, he gave her 
ſome of his books. When I had. peruſed his 
pamphlets, I found, to my. aſtoniſhment, be 
was the lion chaſed out of the wood, my ſurprize was 
ſo great, that I prayed to the Almighty to di- 
rect me with regard to Mr. BroTazrs's Miſſion, 
and not to ſuffer me to be led away by any 
falſe notions, being greatly afraid I ſhould blaſ- 
pheme his holy name. Gop heard my prayers, 
and was graciouſly pleaſed to ſtrengthen my belief 
in Mr. Brothers's book, by ſhewing me an open 

viſion! It was on the gth of Auguſt 1794, in the 


morning about five o'clock ; I was looking to 
the window, and ſaw the ſky look very red, and 


very much convulſed : while I was looking a 
cloud broke, and I beheld thouſands of ſoldiers 
armed; while I was looking ſtedfaſtly on thoſe 
wonderful objects, I ſaw a bear riſe out of a 
cloud; it ſhook itſelf, and went before a great 
army; it made toward the north-eaſt. After this 
I ſaw an Eagle with a great army make to the 
ſame direction. After this, I ſaw a Lion, it was

as a man, On a ſudden I loſt the armies, and

I faw a man, a very * man indeed, come as it 
were from the ſame place i ina triumphant chariot 
He appeared to be about ſix feet high, and had 
many attendants with him, all dreſſed in white.

rod in his right hand. While I was admiring - 
"thai beauty, thoſe words came into my mind, 
this is the bride adorned for her buſhand ; I likewiſe 
ſaꝛ a man on a white horſe, with a drawn ſword in 
| his hand. They ſtood for ſome minutes, and then 
vaniſhed from my ſight. After this, 1 beheld a 

multitude of people paſs through the air, full-of 
mirth and jollity ; in the midſt a figure repro- : 
fenting Chriſt, and I thought it was "Antichriſt,
